This registration had been In connection with the organisation whloh^i 
had supported Mr. KHAN’S endeavors in the Ifaited States to direct - ~ 
foreign aid to the poor people of Iran, and which had supported Mr.~“ 
KHAN’s claims of irregularitiee in the handling of these funds. B> 
explained that he had met considerable opposition from the Sh ah of ~ ~ ~ 
Iran and consequently could not go back to Iran and survive. He ~~T. .. 
had, therefore, sought to be lawfully admitted to the United States -- 
for permanent residence.

Mr. KHAH mentioned that he was reluctant to furnish his 
residence address, as he anticipated reprisals and bodily harm f ram - 
representatives of the Iranian government because of his opposition — 
to the Shah's policies. He called attention to s splint and a cast-: 
on one hand and stated that he had been the victim of an assault 
In West Los Angeles near his ex-wife's apartment, which occurred ‘ 
earlier this year, about March or April 1968. The exact date and — 
detai.ls, he said, would be a matter of record with the Los Angeles 
Police Department in their West Los Angeles Division. Be claimed 
' he had suspicions that he was assaulted as a result of his political 
activities but did not elaborate further. 

It was mentioned by Mr. KHAH that he had owned property 
In Iran, including the building which housed the American Embassy ~ 
in Tehran, and that the U. S. Government had rented from him for — 
some period but had stopped renting from him when be had made the 
allegations against personnel of the American Bob assy. 

Photographs of SIRHAH SIRHAH taken by the Los Angelee 
Police Department on June 5, 1968, following SlRHAN'e arrest on 
the charge of shooting Senator KENNEDY were exhibited to Mr. KHAH, 
who stated that he believed that he had seen the Individual whose 
photographs he examined at the KENNEDY Campaign Headquarters on the 
late afternoon of election day, June 4, 1968* His recollection wae 
that he saw the person believed to be SIRHAH around 5:00 or 5*30 PJC, 
on that date, first observing him walking into the headquarters^ 
through the back entrance, KHAH said he later saw the person 
thought to be SIRHAH standing in the headquarters near the water 
bottle. Be at this time was standing near a young girl, but Mr. 

KHAH could not say that they were together or were even talking, 
but they were standing about two feet apart face* to face* He had 
seen this young girl st two different times previously, ones on

Mr* KHAN said his attention had first been attracted to — ' 
this young girl In question when he had seen her sitting in a blue — 
Volkswagen on a street that ran beside the Campaign Headquarters* 

It was some tine around mid-afternoon. There was a young male - 

Caucasian, possibly American, in the car with the young girl at 

that tine when KHAN was walking beside the car, and he overheard — 
the young nan say, ” I Just spoke to Kiss LAWRENCE, but LILLIE said ~ 
it was impossible •" This attracted the attention of Kr* KHAR, as - 
he was personally acquainted with one LILLIE LAWRENCE, an Iranian' 
who was the wife of an American, but who lived In Hew Tork. He --- - 
did not get a good look at the young man In the car but thought he 
bad seen him In the past, but the young man turned hie head, and -,-rrr 
Mr* KHAN did not see him eufficiently to recognise him* 

On the basis of overhearing this statement, Mr* KHAN - 
had some Interest in the young girl in question, as he thought she 
might be an Iranian girl* He had been asked earlier by one LARKY, 
a . volunteer worker at the Senator KENNEDY Headquarters, If 
he had seen the Iranian girl* Mr. KHAN Is not sure the correct 
name of the man is LARRY, but it is something similar* Con- 

sequently, when Mr* KHAN observed the man believed to be SIRHAN and 
the young girl standing near one another at the water cooler, at - 
which time the young girl appeared to be pouring coffee, he was 
interested In who she was and left seeking LARRY to ask the latter 
if the girl by the water cooler were the Iranian girl LARRY had 

mentioned. He recalled that he asked another volunteer — 

worker, a man who la a rather heavy build and whose wife reportedly 
was a telephone operator at the KENNEDY Campaign Headquarters, if 
he had seen LARRY.

the period. His descended, Akhnaton, 135o B. G,

monotheism. The Rosicrucians look upon Akhnaton 
as their traditional first Grand Master. 

From Egypt, the secret teachings of the brother- 
hood spread into Greece, -and thence Into Romp. 
During -the Middle Ages they were concealed under 
various names due to circumstances or the times. 

Chronological Records . 

.Chronologically, the Order Is mentioned as far 
back as A- D. 1115, in a book of the collection of 
Brother Omnii Mariar In Germany. It rose to con- 
siderable prominence during the Sixteenth Century 
when, following the Invention of the printing pens, 
a small pampntet entitled The Foma Tralcrnitalii 
was issued and given wide circulation. The author- 
ship of the Foma has often been erroneously at- 



tributed to Johann Valentin Andrea (1556-1651). 
The pamphlets were part of a campaign for the 
revival of the Order. The Order first came to 
America in 1GM, locating in what is now Fairmount 
Park, Philadelphia. .

presented his talk on Cuba. PAUL (LNU) spoke for approximately 

40 minutes, discussing the Cuban revolution and what CASTRO

Following this talk, PAUL (LNU) began showing his slides on 
Cuba, HURTADO believes that sometime during this slide

Upon arrival at the private home, where the meeting 
was to take place, FERNANDEZ became suspicious because he 
observed posters of "CHE ,f GUEVARA and CASTRO on the walls 
and there were also posters condemning United States 
^participation in the Vietnam war. There were a total of 
'about fifty persons present at the meeting, of which about 
fifteen comprised IXJARTE's group. At the beginning of the 
meeting, DUARTE asked of the assemblage that he be allowed to 
speak and present his views also and after some discussion 
the assemblage voted to give DUARTE time to present his views.

FERNANDEZ Identified the photos of SIRHAH v - 
as being identical to the person who accosted DUARTE at the 
Cuban meeting.

photos of SIRHAN In the Los Angeles Times or the Herald- 

Examiner, he immediately recognized him as the Individual who 
had accosted DUARTE at the meeting. 

FERNANDEZ said that he feels very strongly that 
the Communists are attempting to take over the United States 
and he regards the assassination of ROBERT KENNEDY as a part 
of this plot. He said he feels that although he did not agree 
with all of Senator ROBERT KENNEDY’S political views. Senator 
KENNEDY was a great leader of the masses ahd the 
Communists killed KENNEDY to deprive the masses of a 
natural leader and thus weaken this country. 

He said his feelings are further bolstered by the

Angeles, the residence of ROBERT and RAQUEL LAEMfCLE, and 
was chaired by RON SCHNEIDERS, who is Chairman of the LFIFP. * 
According to GROSSBERG, approximately 60 persons attended 
this meeting, and only a small number of those present were 
members of the LFFFP. A group of approximately ten Cuban 
individuals, including JOSE DUARTE, unknown to GROSSBERG 
prior to this meeting, also attended the meeting.

— NALDI recalled that following a talk on Cuba 

by PAUL SHINOFF, JOSE DUARTE stood up before the audience

put to a vote. She believes that those present voted to 
allow DUARTE to speak following the SHINOFF slide presentation. 



NALDI further recalled that during the slide

DUARTE spoke for approximately ten minutes. Considerable 
shouting prevailed as DUARTE spoke, and although NALDI 
recalls that the above T-shirted individual' occasionally 
shouted critical remarks at DUARTE, she does riot recall 
any words spoken. She did not hear or see anything which 
might Indicate that this individual was of Arab extraction. 
Toward the end of DUARTE 1 s talk, this T-shirted individual 
became very excited and angry, got up from his seat and - 
proceeded to within several feet of DUARTE. DUARTE and this 
individual argued back and forth in loud voices, but NALDI

NALDI is only slightly acquainted with ROBERT and RAQJJEL 

LAIMMLE, the owners of the residence located at 3800 
Amesbury, Los Angeles. NALDI Indicated that he is not 
Interested in the meetings of the Los Angeles Peace and ~ 
Freedom Party; has only attended two prior meetings of this 
.organization, and attended the May 21, 1968, LFPFP meeting 
as a favor to his wife, MARIA NALDI, who he described as 
young and Impressionable.

7"“ NALDI, who sat by himself toward the rear of the 

room during the entire meeting, indicated that he did not 
pay attention to the speakers. He remembers that the 
meeting became quite noisy when an unknown Cuban individual 
spoke following a slide presentation on Cuba by an unknown 
youth but does not recall any comments made or anyone in 
particular arguing with the Cuban individual. NALDI did 
not observe anyone wearing a white T-shirt but noted that 
his wife, whomhe believes sat toward the center of the room, 
has since told him that she observed an individual so attired 
and believes that this individual resembles news media 
photographs she has seen of SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN.

It was 
finally decided that DUARTE should be allowed to speak after 
SHINOFF had finished showing the slides. SHINOFF related that he 
did not recall any individual scuffling with DUARTE or any parti- 
cular individual making derogatory remarks concerning DUARTE.
